SENATE RESOLUTION WILL 


BE VOTED ON IN HOUSE 


NEXT FRIDAY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.--(/P)— 


' The senate resolution to abolish 
the "lame duck" or short ^session 
of congress virtually was assured 
of final adoption today when the 
house rules set next Friday for 
action by that 
branch. 


Speaker Garner and leaders In 


both parties favor the measure. 
The rules committee unanimous- 
ly decided to give it legislative 
right of way. 


The resolution, providing for a 


constitutional 
amendment, 
has 


been approved six times by the 
senate. Heretofore it was defeat- 
ed in the house because it failed 
to fix a time limit on the second 
session. 


The measure does not 
fix a 


limit on either session. 
It per- 


mits a new congress to take of- 
fice two months after election and 
prevents 
defeated 
senators 
and 


representatives 
from 
voting on 


legislation. 


Under the constitution the first 
regular session of a new congress 
begins 13 months after election. 


The proposed amendment pro- 


vides for the first regular session 
and tferms of congress to begin on 
January 4 each year. 
The terms 


of the president and vice presi- 
dent would begin on January 24 
instead of March 4 as at present. 


Before final adoption, however, 


three-fourths 
of the states will
